Moisture Problem 


The lack of moisture is Ihe 


major problem facing any Iree 
planted on Main St. 
Because 


the earth around it is covered 
over witli cement or asphalt, 
waler cannot reach the Irce's 
roots through natural process- 
es. Nearby merchants or prop- 
erty owners would have to help 
wider new (tecs — probably 
once a week during the sum- 
in" time. 


"Frankly there are hazards, 


many hazards," Harmon 
said, 


summing up (he difficulties of 
growing Irees on Main St. But

Similar incidents have led us into 


three major wars. 


The sinking in 1898 of the IT. S. Bat- 


tleship Maine in Havana harbor started 
the Spanish-American War. 


German sinking; of the passenger ship 


Lusitania off the British Isles in 1915 
led to American declaration of war in 
ID 17 and our involvement 
in 
World 


War I. 


Japanese sinking of the U. S. Gtin- 


!>oat Panay in 1S37 on the Yangtze Riv- 
er in China foreshadowed their attack 


on Pearl Harlx>r in liMl and our en- 
trance into World War II. 


President Johnson has issued strong 


orders to the 1". S. Navy in Southeast 
Asia "lo attack any force which attacks 
them in international water and to at- 
tack them not only with the objective 
of driving; off the attack force but of 
destroying them." 


He ordered continued patrols in the 


Gulf of Tonkin off North Viet Nam, ad- 
dition of one destroyer to these patrols, 
and combat air cover over the destroy- 
er. These are strong words. 


We cannot declare war with Xorth. 


Viet Nam and Tied China and Russia 
over this incident. Rut the lessons of 
history are gloomy, and the danger of 
general war in Southeast: Asia is great 
today.
